With  the  Revenue  Sharing  package  approved  by  Council,  we  are 
ready  to  begin  implementation  of  the  Barr  Street  Project.  While 
actual  construction  can  not  begin  until  after  the  Board  of  Works 
holds  public  hearings  on  closing  Barr,  we  can  have  all  of  the 
preparatory  work  done.  Public  hearings  can  be  held  in  about  one 
month  so  we  can  shoot  for  an  August  1st  deadline  for  the  actual 
start  of  construction. 

The  two  things  now  needed  are: 

Cl)  Final  engineering  work. 

(2)  Determination  of  whether  the  job  can  be  done  in-house  or 

whether  we  must  receive  bids.  If  we  must  let  out  contracts, 
we  should  do  so  before  the  August  1st  date  contingent  on 
Board  of  Works  approval. 

Ken,  as  I said  over  the  phone,  if  you  need  any  drafting  or  additional 
work  done  we  will  be  glad  to  help.  It  will  be  at  least  one  more  week 

before  any  money  can  be  legally  spent.  After  that,  any  costs  incurred 
by  you  or  through  contracts  should  be  billed  to  me  and  I wi 1 1 have  it 
processed .

On  Thursday,  April  19,  Mike  Gouloff,  Rich  Wanush  and  I met  with  Bill 
Hicks,  representative  of  Schenkel,  Schultz  & Hodge,  architects  for  the 
General  Telephone  Company.  We  reviewed  GTC’ s plans  for  expansion  of 
their  present  facilities  at  Barr  and  Berry. 

They  are  proposing  to  add  two  stories  to  the  existing  building  and 
additional  equipment.  The  number  of  employees  will  remain  the  same 
or  will  be  slightly  reduced.  They  are  planning  to  expand  the  building 
to  the  east  of  the  present  building  and  put  a complete  new  exterior  on 
the  existing  building  to  be  compatible  with  the  new  addition. 

We  mentioned  our  considerations  of  closing  Barr  Street  and  making  it  a 
pedestrian  way.  We  suggested  that  GTC  may  be  interested  in  developing 
that  portion  of  Barr  Street  between  Berry  and  the  alley  to  provide  some 
open  space  and  compliment  their  $3  million  proposed  construction.  Mr. 

Hicks  agreed  that  such  development  would  be  a welcome  relief  to  the 
building  which  has  absolutely  no  open  space.  He  agreed  to  take  it  back 
to  GTC  officials  and  let  us  know. 

They  also  Inquired  as  to  the  possibility  of  closing  portions,  or  all  of 
Barr  Street,  during  construction  and  also  portions  of  Berry  Street.  We 
indicated  we  thought  this  was  possible  and  would  review  same  when  appli- 
cations were  made. 

Rich  is  going  to  have  someone  in  the  City  Flan  prepare  some  rather  detailed 
plans  for  the  improvement  of  Barr  between  Main  and  Berry  which  hopefully 
will  whet  the  appetite  of  GTC  officials.  I feel  we  have  a good  chance  of 
getting  them  to  Invest  their  funds  for  Improvement  of  this  section  of  the 
street  as  part  of  their  building  project  if  we  give  them  the  right  incen- 
tives.

This  office  has  long  been  an  advocate  of  the  Super  Block  Concept 
because  of  its  better  use  of  space  but  primarily  because  it  reduces 
traffic  conflicts,  and  encreases  capacity  thereby  encreasing  the 

effeciency  of  the  traffic  system. 

For  this  reason  1 am  in  favor  of  the  closure  of  Barr  St.  (Along 
with  Webster).  The  need  for  additional  short  term  parking  close  in 
to  the  100%  corner  is  evident  along  with  the  need  for  removal  of 
metered  parking  along  the  major  arterials. 

Landscaping  and  Parking  are  the  key  to  public  acceptance  of 
closing  Barr  St.  to  thru  traffic.  The  following  items  should  be 
considered  however: 

1. Most  of  the  existing  signals  will  be  needed  to  assist 
pedestrian  traffic  from  the  parking  malls.  Timing  to 
allow  a minimum  walk  interval  phased  as  not  to  conflict 
with  the  E.W.  progression. 

2.  Access  to  L.  S.  Ayres  Loading  area  must  be  maintained. 

A semi-loading  dock  faces  .the  alley  at  the  East  end  of  the 

store. 

3.  It  is  doubtful  that  adequate  room  is  available  for  angle 
parking  along  both  sides  of  Barr  St.  Distance  shown  on  the 
1/4  section  maps  are  total  R/W  and  include  existing  walks.
